says that in the eyes of the president Mon- 
day’s sitting of the chamber and the vote 
which overthrew the cabinet were only sec- 
ondary incidents of the struggle which is 
proceeding against the parliamentary 
regime and public liberties. — 

M. Casimir-Perier had hoped that the 
president of the republic, who is deprived 
of means of actisn, would have been ex- 
empted from party politics, and that the 
political confidence of the Republicans 
would have accorded him power and au- 


thority. He had also hoped that those 


who,.despite himself, had placed him in a 
position where he was unable to defend 
himself, would have undertaken the de- 
fense of the first magistrate. 

Continuing, the note says that the presi- 
dent has requested the ministers to tem- 
_porarily withdraw their. resignations in 
order to facilitate the necessary changes. 

Prime Minister Dupuy imparted the 
president’s decision to the presidents of 
the senate and chamber of deputies, who; 
will forthwith call urgency sittings of 
those bodies, 


The greatest perplexity reigns in all’ 
political centers. During the afternoon it | 


had been remarked, not without surprise, 
in the lobbies of the Palais Bourbon that 
the crisis was not following the customary 
course, but appeared to be asstiming a 
graver aspect than usual. 


Decision Remained Unshaken. 


—-All the contingencies that were thought 
possible were discussed—the reconstruc- 
tion of the Dupuy cabinet, the formation 
of a radical ministry under M. Bourgeois, 
the dissolution of the chamber of depu- 
ties and ‘an appeal to the country, pre- 
ceded by a message addressed to France 
by M. Casimir-Perier, ‘In fact, every- 
thing was canvassed except a change in 
the presidency. 

When the facts became known, conster- 
nation, amounting almost.to stupor, seized 
everyone. ‘There-had been ominous hints 
in the press ‘in recent days that M:;Casi- 
mir-Perier was growing: tired of his posi- 
tion, yet nobody paid attention to them. 
The high character, experience, firmness 
and integrity of the president inspired the 
conSaance. of even the advanced Repub- 
licans, 

The long conference which M. Casi 
Perier had yesterday with M, Challemel-. 
Lacour, ‘president of the. sénate, is now 
explained, He had already resolved to re- 
sign. M. Challemel-Lacour employed his 
utmost eloquence in a vain endeavor to 
persuade the president to reconsider his 
decision. All the members of the cabinet, 
from Prime Minister Dupuy down, fol- 
lowed Lacour é#fid exhausted every argu- 
ment to induce M. Casimir-Perier not to 
resign, Their efforts were without success, 

Prime Minister Dupuy again visited the 
palace of the Elysee later in the evening 
and was closeted with the president, urg- 
ing every possible inducement and ap- 
pealing to every patriotic sentiment in or- 
der to get him to reconsider his determina 
tion. All was without avail. ;

Two communications published else- 
where cover the two sides of the post 
office question pretty thoroughly. Next 
Monday evening the special meeting 
will be held to see if the town shall be 
a bidder for the post office rent.. There 
is certain to be a wide difference of 
opinion on this question, and it: is 
doubtful just what the meeting may 
decide to do. ‘However they may de- 
cide, the fact will still remain that the 
final decision will rest with'the postal 
authorities at Washington. It will be 
just as foolish to say if the post office 
is moved that the Andover business 
will be ruined, as: itis to say that only 
in its remaining ~where it is-can the 
people be accommodated. 

It is to be regretted that the question 
has got to be really a personal ong be- 
tween two men, and-that people are 
likely to array themselves” on one side 
or the other governed by like or dislike. 
It is a really important matter that 
for so great a public service as the 
post office is, the best place be' secured. 
Dollars and cents should not stand in 
the way of a real benefit to the people 
if the town building is the place for it,

Two of the trustees were seen this 
morning and stated that there is but one 
case of diphtheria, Miss Mollie Kelsey, 
matron of Smith Hall, There is abso. 
lately no other ilinéss among the entire 
membership of the school: As a pre- 
cautionary measure the Board of Health 
was conferred with on Thursday fore- 
noon and it was deemed advisable to have 


‘all the students in Smith Hall go to their 


homes, and the building is now entirely 
vacated save the attendants and one 
patient. 

The trustees; Mr. Bliss of the Board of 
Health, and Dr. Carlton, the attending 
physician, all consider that there is now 
absolutely no danger of a spread of the 
disease. New teachers have been secured 
as substitutes for those who lived in 
Smith Hall, and the usual recitatiens 
will be held, OnE 

Dr. Carlton says in a letter to the 
trustees:

Trustees of Abbot Academy: 

GENTLEMEN; In repiy to your inquiries 
Iam glad to say that the single case of 
diphtheria in Smith Hall is now doing 
welland to-day the conditions seem favor- 
able, barring unforeseen complications, 
The case isin ‘a room’ situated in the 
rear wing of the building and the chances 
for contagion. for the other occupants of 
house are Very slight. Ithas been deemed 
wise, however, to practically vacate the 
house for a few days. Meantime it seems 
to me there is no risk from. this case for 
those dwelling in the other buildings of 
Abbot Academy, nor to those who attend 
as day scholars.

Mr. Editor:— 


, The Post-office question is being 


| ‘pressed very vigorously and for one I 


should like to know what is the occasion 
of all this commotion over it. 
I cannot find that the goverment is 


making. the stir, . 
Ido not believe our friend, the post- 


master, is doing it, though he would be. 


unlike most of us if he did not wish for 
better quarters. I donot hear that Mr. 
Flint is doing anything except putting 
up a building in which he has room to 
let for a post-office, if the government 
wants it, but, on which he will have to 
spend several thousands of dollars to 
‘comply with the goverment requirements 
if what you say in a recent issue is truae— 
and of course it is, ' 

I find the urgency of this question is 
80 apparent to some that a special town 
meeting is called on petition of ten legal 
voters and inquiry as to who these an- 
xious people are finds the petition signed 
by a prominent real estate owner and 
landlord, by his son, two of his employ- 
ees,(or his sons,) three of his tenants and 
three other persons.

Mr. Editor: 

There is to be atown meeting next 
Monday night to see if ‘the town will 
raise money to refit. the post office for 
Suture needs. It is really a meeting called 
to see if the post office can be kept where 


‘it now is and not Be moved into the new 


building on what the community has re- 
garded as a public square. Tlre facts are 
the owners of that property approached 
the present postmaster and énquired 
about the future location of the post 
office and the chance for having the post 
office in the new building. The present 
postmaster wrote on to the department 
at Washington, informing them that 
Mr, F, was putting up a new building, 
and that the post office could be located 
there. The plans of: the new building 
show that a place at the rear of the edi- 
fice on the first floor can’ be approached 
by the main corridor from the front, and 
by. doors at the centre of each side. It 
looks as if that. place had been contrived 
especially for a postoffice. The build- 
ing is a little out of the business center. 
If the post office is put there the’ desira- 
bility of the store sites will be greatly 
increased, The business foresight that 
is very apparent in the plan of the build- 
ing and the arrangement to get the office 
is only the shrewdness of business man- 
ement, We all admire business shrewd- 
ness, 

The post-office has been accommodated 
for years in a building that was nota 
modern fire-proof building, and has sur- 
vived the danger. . The town house ought 
never to have had the police and. jail 
room put where they have been. . Ohly.a 
very few are accommodated at the ex- 
pense of the inconvenience of the many, 
The Schovl Superintendent’s room would 
have been better in the Grammar School 
building. When. the post office was lo- 
cated in the front of the Town House it 
was a great convenience. When it was 
put into the back of the building, a com. 
pany whose businegs was with a single 
member, of a limited number of families 
once in three months was given the ac- 
cessible spot, and the daily business of the 
town was compelled to go to the rear with 
all the daily increased travel that it 
forced upon the individual residents, 
Had the post office extended across the 
back end of the Town House, with an en- 
trance on Park Street, it would have been 
avery great improvement. In the rear 
of the Town House is a large janitor’s 
space that might in part be available and 
be taken into the present office. 

If the government will pay $500. for a 
post office, why should not the town have 
that $500 a year. $500 a year means in- 
terest on $10,000. Needful improvements 
can certainly be made.in the present 
location for a very much less sum. The 
letter writing, letter receiving portion. of 
the town will be much better accommo- 
dated. There is an old saying about 
“letting well enough alone” till you can 
have a permanent better. If the present 
outbuilding at the Town Hall is a nui- 
sance to any occupants of the town house, 
it ought certainly to be removed and 
such arrangements made as will be suit- 
able according to the Board of Health’s 
directions, whether the post-office ro- 
mains in the town_house or. not. If to 
build out to supposed street lines is in 


order, the town might extend the front 


of the town house to tho deed line, thus 
doing away with open square space of 
land which is-at present wasted. Such 
front extension would give a central 


post office on the ground floor and offices 
above. But Iam told that the govern. 
ment only would build a post office such 
as I have seen in other places, ‘dnd that 
government is too poor to do it; that my 
ideals are not practical, and our genial 
postmaster says there is only. a choice’ 
between two locations. 

The TownsMAN has published’a short 
article stating that the government hag 
the hiring of the post office under pres. 
ent conditions. ‘If so, then Andover cit. 


izens would be obliged to accept the of. . 


fice where the government located it, 
whether the majority liked it, or not, 
If the Post Office Department at Wash- 
ington is the real power to settle the 
question, then a petition sent to Wash- 
ington'to the Post Office Department is 
the only thing to be done.

HAS’ THE SOURCE OF THE MISSIS- 
SIPP| BEEN POSITIVELY FIXED? 
the Story of the Search For It During 
Two Centuries—Lake Itasca and the Lit- 
tle Stream That Nicollet Christened the 
“Cradied Achilles.” 


“I have stepped across the Mississippi 
tiver,’’ said Dr. Coues. ‘It was casy, tor 
the stream was only about 8 inches wide 
tnd 2 inches deep. I have seen the Fa- 
ther of Waters where he rises literally 
but of the ground and starts as an infant 
tivulet, destined tocut the United States 

in twain with the mighty volume of his 
adult flood. 


“The stury of the search for the source 


| of the Mississippi reads like a romance. 


After the discovery of the upper river in 
1678 by Joliet and Marquette, and the 
discovery of the falls of St. Anthony in. 
1680, by Hennepin, little more was 
enews of the Father of Waters for near- 

yacentury. In 1766 Captain Jonathan 

Carver ascended the'stream as far as the 

mouth. of Rum river. In 1798 the fa- 

mous English astronomer and surveyor, 

David Thompson, in the service of the 

Northwest. company, reached Turtle 

lake. This lake, which sends a tributary 

to the Mississippi, was, for some time 

supposed to, be the source, 


oteeedhetirst.white man.known to have). Ex 


visited the neighborhood of the actual 
source of the Mississippi was William 
Morrison, a fur trader, who was certain- 
jy at Lake Itasca in 1808 or 1804. He 

ever published anything on the sub- 
Sect, and it is only very recently that 
his priority of discovery has been known. 
The next explorer of the sources of the 
river was Lientenant Zebulon Mont- 

omery Pike. He was the first American 
pte to carry the flag of the United 

tates into northern Minnesota. He was 
sent by the government to treat with 
the Indians and stop the sale of liqno 
in that region. Incidentally he purchas 
ffor $250 and some whisky a tract of 
land nine miles square, which included 
the present site of Minneapolis. Con- 
gress subsequently vated an additional. 
payment to the Indians for this tract of 
$2,000, ° 2 

‘Lieutenant. Pike proceeded by boat 
‘to the vicinity'of the present Little Falls 
in Morrison county, Minn. He got no 
farther with boats, and so continued his 
journey through the winter of 1805-6 on 
snowshoes and with sledgés northward. 
He finally reached Leech lake.. This lake 
he mistook for the source of the Missis- 
sippi, and his report on this subject was 
held to be correct for'some years after- 
ward. 

‘In 1820 the Hon, Lewis Cass, ac- 
companied by Henry R.’ Schoolcraft, the 
historian, went on am exploring expedi- 
tion up the Mississippi as far as Cass 
jlake, so named at the time by School- 
raft. In 1828 an Italian traveler, J. C. 
Beltrami, went over David Thompson’s 
route to Turtle lake and reported that 
lake to be the true source. Hyidently, 
however, he heard from the Indians 
about Lake Itasca, for he mapped it with 
approximate accuracy, though he was 
never there and did not imagine that 
the Father of Waters sprang thence. 

‘Lake Itasca was rediscovered in 
1882, when Schoolcraft, accompanied by 
Lieutenant Allen, United States army; 
the Rev. Mr. Boutwell and others, was 
guided to the lake. by a Chippewa In- 
‘dian, known as Yéllow Head. On this 
‘occasion Lake Itasca received its present 
name, which was made up of ‘parts of 
the words Veritas Caput, signifying the 
‘true head’ of the river. The Latin was 
bad, for it ought to have been Verum 
(Caput. The lake had previously been 
known by the French name of Lac'a la 
Biches, meaning Elk Lake. This was a 
translation of the Chippewa Omushkos 
Sogiagon. fi : 

“Schoolcraft’s party made au exami- |- 
‘nation of Lake Itasca, being satisfied 
/that-they had found the true source of 
the Mississippi, Not again until 1836 
did any scientific man visit the spot. 
This was a Frenchman, J. N. Nicollet, 
who tried to ascertain the source of the 
feeders of Lake Itasca. Exploring south- 
iward, he reached the springs from which 
the infant river takes its-rise. Itshould 
be understood that the Mississippi runs 
from its source directly northward for a 
‘distance Of 60 miles before turning about 
‘in a sort of fishhook bend and starting 

uthward. To the baby stream, before it: 
‘enters Lake Itasca, Nicollet gave the po- 
etic name of ‘Cradled Achilles.’ He es- 
tablished its course in connection with 
three small lakes, since named Upper, 
Middle and Lower Nicollet lakes—that 
is to say, he found that the little river 
ran through two of these smal] lakes 
‘and connected with the third. This ex- 
plorer mapped the whole of the Itascan 
basin and determined the latitude, lon. 
gitude and altitude with such accuracy 
ithat subsequent surveys have only con- 
firmed and amplified his observations. 

“The whole subject of which I have 
been speaking was befogged and thrown 
into dispute recently by a certain Cap- 
tain Glazier, who,’ apparently for no 
jother purpose than to advertise himself, 
‘published his alleged. discovery of u new 
land true source of the Mississippi By 
‘reducing thé size of Lake Itasca, ignor- 
ing Nieolet’s Cradled, Achilles, magni- 
fying a small side lake which he called 
iLake Glazier, and by stretching out one 
of the feeders of the latter, he produced 
a distorted map which actually imposed 
on, the Royal Geographica) socicty of 
Great’Britain’ Many of the errors thus 
originated have crept into the standara 
maps of the United States. : 

“It may be said that there is 'nothing 
further to be learned about the true 
jsource of tho Father of Waters. Asa 
matter of essential fact, the true Upp:r 

ississippi is the river called the Mis- 
jouri. The stream that flows from’ Lake 
Ittisca is merely a tributary. I ought not 
\to forget to mention that I walked along 
the bed of the stream termed by Captain 
\Glazier the infant Mississippi for a-con- 
‘siderable distance dry shod. The little 
brook was dried up. Late measurements 
have reduced the length of the Missis- 
sippi from 8,184 miles to 2,555 miles.’’

BRUSSELS AND TAPESTRY: 


The Difference Between These Two Kinds 
of Carpets Explained. 

By placing a brussels and tapestry 
carpet side by- side a clearness and 
sharpness are noticed about the brussels 
carpet which are absent from the tapes. 
try. 
about the colors, and the pattern lacks 
that sharpness and delicacy which char- 
acterize the former., This is due to the 
process of manufacture. A bruiselsis a 
yarn dyed, and a tapestry may be do 
scribed as a printed fabric, but the print; 


ing is done upon the yarn before thes 


process of weaving. : 

The whole method of manufacture is 
most ingenious, In the making of a five 
frame brussels no fewer than 1,280 ends 
of face yarns are required for the weav- 
ing of one piece of standard quality, 
euch frame consisting of 256 hobbins, 
and 256 ends only can came to the face 
at each pick of the pattern. Thoreforn 
1,024 ends of yarn are hidden in the 
body of the fabric. There are many 
qualities of tapestry, but in the prodne 
tion of the standard quality only 216 
ends of face yarn are required, instead 
of 1,280, which shows at once that the 
brussels carpet has the great advantage 
of being thicker, softer and altogether a 
more durable cloth apart from other ad 
vantages which it possesses. There is a 
limitation in the number of eélors used 
in.a brussels. In tapestry: there is no 
limit. In ‘the brussels the whole of the 
colors used show a more or less striped 
appearance at the back of the fabric. 

- In a tapestry they do not show at the 
Lack at all. This fact is made use of hy 
householders in purchasing carpets, this 
being about the only way the average 
person can tell the difference between 
them. In order to pass off tapestry as 
brussels some ingenious makers have 
resortéd to the-striping in a regular 
manner of the backs of the former. The 
stripy effect in the latter is broken and 
irregular. A casual observation of the 
cléarly defined character of a brussels 
pattern should enable a buyer to distin- 
guish between the two fabrics. —Fur- 
nishers’ Gazette.

The Quickest Way to Pile Up Wéalth Ia 
Chis Business Era. 

The reason of the modern differences 
in favor of business as an instrament of 
money making is not far to seek. It is 
the enormous growth in the svale of ev- 
erything in which business can be done, 
The enterprise of a merchant, of a con- 
travtor, of a mine dealer, even of a shop- 
-keeper, may now cover tle whole world 
and may be carried on, moreover, main- 
ly’ npon -credit . It may be doubted 
whether, except in those transactions 
“which are called ‘‘financial,’’ aud which 
really mean the takihg of heavy bribes 
for pecuniary support, any one transac- 
tion ever yields quite as much as the 
same transactions would have yielded 
60 years ago; whether, for example, any 
cargo ever produces ton for ton an equal 
margin_of profit, or whether any cus- 
tomer in a shop pays quite so heavy a 
percentage on the goods he buys. 

It is the magnitude and multiplica- 
tion of cargoes which yield fortunes, 
the thousayds instead of hundreds of 
customers Whom clever dealers may in- 
duce to spend money. The new system 
of rapid turnover is, of course, precisely 
the same thing—the dealer selling four 
‘times what he did and using only the 
same capital. This advantage of scale is 
almost entirely wanting to the profes- 
.#i0nal man, for the obvious reason that 
. he is hampered by limitations of time. 
‘There are only 600 minutes in a hard

less real and effective. We can not ceo 
what is towlter this condition of affairs, 
and do not beliéve that, however civi- 
lization may develop itself, professionul 
skill will, ever«again be the quic 
road to large accumulations. —

Explosion of Giant Powder Wrecked a 
Large Portion of the City of Butte. 


Butte, Mon., Jan. 16.—A fite occurred in 
the Butte Hardware company’s warehouse 
yesterday, in which giant powder was 
stored. The fire department was at work 
on the flrewhen an explosion took place, 
killing a number of people. 

While efforts were being made to re- 
Move the dead and: wounded a second ex- 
Plosion occurred. The entire: department 
‘was-wiped out,.including the chief and 
all the horses. -*Tnree policemen were 
among the killed, who number at least 
75. Plate glass was broken ali over the 
city, a portion of which is in ruins. 

The damage to property is enormous. 

All the ambulances are rushing to and 
from the scene of the explosion. ,‘The rela- 
tives of the killed are frantic, and the city 
is in consternation. ‘ 

The powder in the warehouse was in 
violation of the law. It was the greatest 
explosion in the history of the west.

Dover, N.H., Jan, 15,—The elegant 
residence of Isaac F. Abbott, the defanit- 
ing treasurer of the Dover National bank, 
who committed suicide yesterday afver- 
noon, is dark and silent, but on the streets 
of the city there is great excitement, 

So serious a thing has never happened 
in this quiet city, and the fact that Mr. 
Abbott has for many years been con- 
‘dered a striking example of morality 
and business integrity only adds to the 
intensity of the feeling. There is butne 
comment heard: “I would have thought 
any one but him capable of such things.’ * 

When Bank Examiner Dorr arrived in 
town he proceeded tothe bank, and as 
soon as the news of his pres@pce became 
known about town, rumors of all sorts 
began to be.heard.” The worst of these 
did not. approach the truth as it is now 
known. “ 

The defaulting treasurer is dead. The 
amount of his shortagé is between $75,000 
and $90,000.. The finarices of the city 
which he handled as city treasurer may 
be involved, and the books of the bank 
have been destroyed or hidden where they

The latter at 
once procured a warrant for the arrest of 
Abbott, and went to the treasurer's resi- 
dence. It was just as he entered the gate 
that a pistol shot rang through the house, 
and Mr. Abbott’s brother, hastening to 
the room, found the body lying on the 
floor before a large mirror, into which the 
man had evidently looked 


To Be Sure of His Aim, 


Death had instantly followed the shot. 
When the marshal arrived at the door he 
was informed of the suicide, and at once 
departed, leaving the doubly afflicted fam- 
ily to their grief. |
